Why He Resigned His Great Office. 
\VAftiiiNnTox, June 5. — In an inter- 


view with Secretary Blaia6 late yester- 
day afternoon he said that his resigna- 
tion was not occasioned by tho near ap- 
proach of the republican nominating 
convention and would not affect his ac- 
tion in the Hlighteat degree. Tho ques- 
tion of his candidaoy or tho acceptance 
of a proffered nomination did not influ- 
ence him in deciding to retire from the 
state department. His only object was 
to obtain personal freedom and peace.

country. A

>laces the number of lives lost at fully 
;wenty-flve from fire and drowning. 
As near as can be gathered from re- 
ports as they come In, the loss by de- 
struction of property will aggregate 
fully (1,500,000. All this loss is In tho 
oity, with the surrounding country yet 
to be heard from. A large number of 
.he most extensive and prosperous 
manufacturing establishments now lay 
n ashes .and hundreds of homes and 
>uslness places are utterly wiped out, 
while the 8 tree to are filled with a crowd 
of hungry, homeless, weeping and dis- 
iracted people mourning the loss of 
oved ones who havo perished In the 
rush of waters or tho fiery billows o* 
lame which engulfed them almost in 
tho twinkling of an eye as they were 
struggling in the vain endeavor to save 
their homes. 


At this writing the sky Is filled with 


dense and pitchy clouds of smoke arls- 
ng from the smoldering ruins of re- 
Ineries, cooper shops, furniture facto- 
ries, radiator worira, hotels, railroad 
warehouses, cars, dwellings, etc., while 
ho waters ol Oil creek are rushing 
:hrough the streets with almost resist- 
ess tide. No tongue, no pen, no Inn- 
Rimfre can do justice to the scene of 
«rror and confusion prevailing in this 
stricken city as tho sun wont down yes- 
.erday. The illuminating gas works, 
the electric light plant, the city water 
works, are all under water, while the 
natural ffaa mains have been turned off 
vt Oil City. This leaves Titusville wlth- 
>ut water, fuel or light, at leant from 
;he sources from which these necessi- 
,ies have been accustomed to come. 


Parents and children stood by with- 


out the power to aid one another's 
struggles against the clutches of the 
flood, until eventually they went down 
,o rise no more. As sad and as sicken- 
ing scenes as over transpired in tho 
valley of the Conemangh three years 
ago were repeated here to-day, while 
thousands looked on unable to avert 
them. 


One father to-night is a maniac over 


the loss of his whole family of wife and 
seven chlldr en, one a babe throe days 
old. 


A brother was rescued from a burn- 


ing building, where ho was forced to 
leave a (lister, hor huaband and two 
children to perish.

rent are rescuing the unfortunates who 
from last midnight until now havo 
patiently awaited their turn. A little 
4-year-old boy just brought to shore 
from the wreck of a handsome resi- 
dence was placed in the hands of 
friends. When asked where his par- 
ents were he replied with a sob: "Papa 
Mul Mama bof drowned." 


Tho people do not realize the enor- 


mity of tho calamity. It is too full of 
horror to be grasped. Fully seventy- 
five people are yet unaccounted for. It 
Is an Impossibility, however, to give at 
this time accurate figures of the losa of 
life. 


Fully 8,000 people witnessed flvo 


strong men perish together. Holding 
to a piece of timber they were strug- 
gling to make the shore and just as 
they reached out for a grasp at the bank 
a number of oil tanks exploded, and tho 
river of burning oil enveloping the men. 
Death came almost instantly. 


About midnight Saturday historical 


Oil creek began suddenly to rise. 
Heavy and almost incessant rain* havo 
been prevalent throughout this entire 
section for the past six weeks. This, 
however, doea not seem to have been 
the cause of the sudden Oil creek rise, 
although at first It was thought to be 
the case. Late reports say that the 
huge mill dam owned by Thompson & 
Eldred, and located at the little town 
of Spartanburg, seven miles above this 
city, suddenly burst. 
This body of 


water was one and one-half miles in 
length and one-fourth of a mile wide 
and quite deep. This great body of 
water thus suddenly let loose mode ot 
this devoted valley In the course of a 
few brief moments a regular inland sea. 


This midden avalanche of water de- 


scending when most of the inhabitants 
were Bleeping silently, at onoe shut 
them oft from the higher portions 
of the city. Notwithstanding this state 
of affairs the danger In the city was 
underrated, no one having the slightest 
idea tiwi the flood. damrajwi»nj> itwas. 
was to be soon augmented by fire. This, 
however, was true, for at 3 o'clock this 
morning, Immediately following three 
terrific explosions, which shook the 
city to its center, a great light went up 
from the direction of the Crescent re- 
finery, located on the north side of the 
creek, on the east end, and owned by 
John Schwartz * Co. A second look 
showed the entire plant to bo one vast 
sheet of solid flame, the light from 
which illuminated a full half mile of 
surrounding blackness, and showed to 
the assembled and horrified spectators 
the full extent of the great calamity 
that had befallen their beautiful city. 


The tongues of flame shooting 200 


feet and more «tr»i«ht into the hctv- 


;ns; the shrieks and* agonizing cries of 
;hc helpless human beings caged In 
.heir dwellings like rats in a trap in 
the middle of that rushing and mighty 
water, and within the very shadow of 
death from burning oil, benzine and 
naphtha that threatened at any time to 
engulf them; the shrill whistling of a, 
lundred and one steam whistles; the 
angle of the fire bell; the clatter of 
;he steamers, hose carts and ladder 
rucks; rattle of tho oars; rush and 
rumble of the body of water, and tho 
sky-piercing flames all went to strike 
terror to tho stoutest heart 


The people, in their eager hasto to 


ret to some place out of danger, they 
cnew not where, in many cases rushed 
pell moll over each other, and scores 
were injured by being knocked down 
and trampled on. Oil creek, now swol- 
en to 500 times Its natural size and 
reaching from ona hillside to the other 
presented an appalling picture. Flout- 
ng swiftly by on Its bosom wore all 
sorts, manners and kinds of animals 
and rnauimato objects, tanks, stills with 
;hc steam in them and blowing off, 
louses, barns, horses, cows, chickens— 
everything, almost, being borne on- 
ward with a rash. Clinging to various 
objects, such as driftwood, pieces of 
boards, timbers and any other object 
they could lay hands on were scores of 
luman beings, their white and terror- 
stricken countenances, desperate strug- 
gles and plaintive soul-piercing cries for 
aid, all combining to create impressions 
in tho minds of the beholders never to 
be effaced or forgotten. 


About one hour from the time the 


Crescent works caught another alarm 
was sounded and it was found that oil 
discharged from overturned tanks fur- 
ther up the creek had scattered Itself 
over a broad enough expanse of water 
to reach tho Crescent fire, where It at 
once ignited and in a moment a largo 
acreage of the crock was one vast sea of 
fire. This blaze soon spread to the In- 
ternational oil works, owned by J. II. 
Thomas & Co , and they were soon In a 
blaze. 
Then came tho largo refining plant and 
soap factory of Rice & Robinson, which 
the flames in a short time reached and 
consumed. 


Tho wind was in the right quarter 


and on sped tho fire, arriving in duo 
time at the Oil Creek refinery and wax 
plant—as fine a one as was in this 
country and but recently completed. 
These works are at the present time on 
fire and burning brightly. Three stills 
have 
already 
exploded 
and fears 


arc entertained that further exten- 
sive damage may be done during 
the course of the fire in wiping out 
the three big refining plants, the lar- 
gest Independent plants in the city. It 
has destroyed tho large furniture fac- 
tory, store and store room of Casperson 
A Uowe, located on South Franklin 
street, the Cullcn hotel, opposite the 
Western New York & Pennsylvania 
passenger depot; the Western New 
York & Pennsylvania freight depot, and 
about seventy-five private dwellings. 


FATAIi COLLISION. 


A Sunday Excursion Train Meets with 


a Serious Accident. 


EVANRVILI.K, Ind., June 0.—A special 


to the Courier from Owensboro, Ky., 
says: 
A colored excursion train of 


three coaches and a bagjrage car, which 
left here at 7:30 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, collided with the regular north- 
bound passenger on the Owensboro A 
Nashville road, near South Carrollton, 
about 9 o'clock, with very serious re- 
sults. 
Hugh Barclay, im'man, and 


Henry Ehtlcy (colored), porter on the 
excursion train, were killed. Until lived 
at Russellville. 


The following, all of Owensboro, are 


known to be injured: Jerome Helm, 
colored, botli feet cut off; Woodfurd 
Qriflln, right leg fractured; J. Wood, 
colored, leg broken; Will Scott, Annie 
Webster, Eva Martin and Wm. Clark, 
oil colored, slightly Injured; Pat Fahcy 
of Russellville, engineer on tho excur- 
sion train, leg dislocated. 


So far as can bo learned the accident 


was due to engineer Fahey disobeying 
orders in going beyond Strouds, whero 
the excursion train was to side-track 
for the passenger. 
He jumped and 


escaped injuries except as above. Bar- 
clay, fireman, remained on tho engine 
and was killed. Both engines were 
completely demolished.

Trout Vlllunc X Night. 


Do trout feed in the night during the 


full moon? In answer I would say no. 
Can you rjntch them better during the 
full moon? To this I would also say no. 
The best time to catch them at night is 
early in tho evening beforo the moon 
rises, or after it sets in the morning. 
Only in the darkest night do trout bit* 
best. 
They don't feed on the same 


ground at night that they do in day- 
time. Yon will find them in shallow 
water above a pool or below, where it ia 
best to use a dork fly, and getting close 
to your fish, make yonr cast as delicate- 
ly as in daytime. Never use bait with 
your flies. I never have had luck with 
a white miller.—American Angler. 


Cutting Ice by Electricity. 


A new departure in ke cutting has 


been proposed by a man who contends 
that it is quite practicable to cut the ice 
by means of a wire, heated electrically. 
His plan is to install a portable steam 
and dynamo plant at some convenient 
point on tho shore, near to the ice bar 
vesting operations, and run from the 
dynamo a suitable steel wire of the re 
quired length with a proper return. By 
generating o sufficient current to main 
tain the temperature in the wire at abon 
200 degs., and by stretching tho wire 
taut along tho surface of the ice a 
means of cutting through the mas 
would at once bo established.—Philadel 
phia Ledger.

ereattr, said, "Let us have peace." and a peace 
loflnie people caught up the divine words and 
waited teem like sea waves over hill, mountain 
and plain, until the whole country was rluglng 
with tho Joyful sound. Nearly 1,000.000 moo and 
«3,000,OOO.OOJwi.ntdown In this sea of carnage 
and destruction, yet there was enough left ol 
true patriotism to o»ercome all discourage- 
ments, and to hope for a new and better life. 
* • • This was a most slenal triumph lor tha 
advocates of human rights and liberty. It was 
the culmination ol all the great ellortsol the 
chamolons ol abolition. It was God's answer to 
the prayer of the ill-fated slaves, who used to 
"steal away to Je»us" and pray for deliverance. 
• • • But there Is a problem that grew out of 
the results ot the war. The relation between 
master ami slave was completely changed j so 
much so that a teeling of antipathy now exists 
between them which promises to precipitate the 
country Into another crisis. 


So long as Tom and his children were abject 


slaves there was a feeling ot mutual .egard and 
sympathy existing between the two distinct 
races. But Just as soon as Tom's children he- 
came treedmen and citizens, with equal rights 
with "ole massa's" children, then came the tug 
ot war which continues to this day. This state 
of allalrs, one would ludgc, would be the natural 
sequence ol this sudden change from slavery to 
.reedom and citizenship. But it was hoped also 
that as years passed by and the rreedmen he. 
came stronger Intellectually, morally and ilnan 
daily, that this feeling ot animosity would pass 
away. But It Is quite the opposite. His citizen- 
ship is still queitloned and 
civil rights 


denied. 
• • * There Is not a single 


governor, legislature, or court, that will accord 
to him civil protection anil legal Justice. Yet. 
wllh all this, there are some good men of the 
north whoso political afllllatlon Is with this kind 
ot misrule, are vainly crying "Peace, peace' 
when there Is no peace. When I think ol the 
tact that since the etose ol the war 50,000 de- 
fenceless men and helpless women and children 
have been slain without Judge or jury. • 
I may be charged with bringing politics Into the 
holy precincts ot Uod's house, but 1 care not lor 
the criticism. When the civil hie of my people 
is in peril 1 must and will cry aloud and spare 
not. Any other race under heaven would do so. 
I will denounce any political party that seeks to 
crush the lite out of any class ot people In tills 
country. The Prohibition preacher Is classed 
among the bei-ocsot tho day II he will get up 
before hli congregation and denounce In true 
political termi the Republican and Democratic 
parties. He preaches political prohibition Iron) 
the sacred desk and nothing Is said about It, 
but when anotner preacher gets up and speaks 
a word against prohibition in favor of any other 
party, he Is lowering the dignity of his calling. 
Then I am told by a good prohibitionist that the 
Inter-racial difficulties In the south will never he 
solved by politics. I might say that the great 
temperance question will never be settled by 
politics. 1 bnlleve that tlio great Keoley cure li 
the beginning ot (loil's answer to tbo many 
thousands ot chri.'tians' prayers lor the over, 
throw ot the liquor power In this world. Ixtt us 
pray that (lod will give us another Lincoln, an- 
other llrant, another congress and supreme 
couitthat clulend tho cause of every oppressed 
cltUen ot the country

Strength of ISrlcks. 


A test of brick made by the dry clay 


process at Watertcwn arsenal showed an 
average compressive strength of 3,072 
pounds per square inch. In one instance 
it reached 4,973 pounds per square inch. 
A test was made at tho same place on n 
"fancy pressed brick." The first crack 
developed a pressure of 305,000 pounds, 
and the brick crushed at 304,300 pounds, 
or 11,180 pounds per square inch. This 
indicates almost as great compressivo 
strength ns granite paving blocks, which 
is from 12,000 to 20,000 pounds per 
square inch.—New York Telegram.
